LATE NEWS
FROM SUMPTER

Loan of $2000 Netotlated by the City Lum- -

ter Mills to Rebuild.
Tolcgram Special From Sampler:

Tho Olty of Sumpter has just negoti-
ated a loan of $2000 through Robert E.
Stratborn, by which it issuea one- - big
warrant for that amount, and tokos up
practically all tho other outstanding
warrants. Sinco tho ilrat of tho month

2200 in warrants havo been paid from
tho liconso revenues for thia quarter, and
tho proceeds oi September fines. Tho
past year has been an exponalvo ono for
Sumpter, tho salary roll aggregating
f lighting 14C0, water $390, aur-voyi-

$800, Btrcot crossings $1025r and
tho exponBO of quarantining nbout $1500,
or a total of over $9000, and not ono
cont of tax has boon levied, but all thia
will bo mot by liceuao foes and tho fines
levied in Recorder Manning's court.
Tho city now owes only about $2200, and
has perrnanont property which could
legimately bo listed aa aasota to a total
of over $0000.

Ono grocery firm in two days sent out
11,000 pounds in provialona for Wintor
supplies for tho minca. At overy turn
ono moots advertisements for four and
slx-hor- wagons to carry out supplies,
and teamBtors find their outfits in do- -

mand. Another sign of lifo was a recent
run at a faro tablo, whero tho playing
went on without interruption for 30
hours, and ovor $10,000 changed hands.

Within 10 days tho district has lost by
(lro two big lumber mills, with an ag-

gregate dally capacity of 75,000 feet, but
preparations aro already complete for
restoring one, and tho othor will bo re-

built but tho location has not yet been
decided. It is reported also that tho
new town of Whitney, tho futuro west-

ern terminus of tho Sumpter Valley
Railway, will have u lumber mill with
100,000 feet duily capacity, undor tho
en tmi ownership as the mill at South
Baker. Tho slabs will bo ueod for fuel,
nnd- - tho clean lumber shipped. This
single Industry goos far towards assuring
the success of tho proposed town and
already enough business houses havo
purchased lots upon which to erect
buildings to mako n trading point of
considerable importance.

A Doctor Fogolsang, who claims to bo
nn expert in tho trontmont of rheuma-
tism, haa been operating in this vicluitya
and has attracted tho attention ot tho
Stato Hoard of medical Examiners, who
aro trying to find somo evidence upon
which to convinct him, aa ho holds no
liconso.
